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JERSEY.—Portelet Bay. At the extremity of the cape 
between Noirmont Point and Fret Point is Portelet Bay. 
In the centre of the bay is Janvrin Island, named after 
Philippe Janvrin, whose ship, in the year 1721, was obliged 
owing to the plague to perform quarantine in the bay. 
Janvrin and his entire crew perished, and the captain was 
buried on the island. He died in sight of his own house, but 
without having spoken to his wife and children. 
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
